The New York 
Guernsey Breeders’ Cooperative uses 
tried and true method they give away 
Registered Guernsey calf each year. The 
group has amassed astonishing record 
success with this program recent years. 
When they gave young calf Elizabeth 
Trombly 2004, they hit the jackpot. 
New York Essay Contest 
The New York State Guernsey Breeders’ 
Cooperative has given away eight Regis- 
tered Guernsey calves their annual Essay 
Contest. Entrants are required answer 
series essay questions. They cannot cur- 
rently own Guernsey, and they must agree 
exhibit the calf the New York State Fair 
each the following two years. “We’ve had 
essay entries most years,” says Eric 
Craig, who serves the selection commit- 
tee. “The applicants are narrowed down 
several finalists and then really check 
their references make sure this calf will 
good home.”
